A team is bom as Martlets toddle past Con , 84-63

Nine months. Summer, fall 
and winter. For the embryonic 
Martlets, a few zillion hours of 
post-ups, two-three zones and 
running laps, all ordered from 
the capable mouth of coach 
Hubert Lacroix. Friday night at 
Concordia General Gym, the 
Martlets were born, so to 
speak, but to the horror of eight 
hundred onlookers, they did not 
respond to the doctor's first 
slap. Hubert Lacroix, the father, 
je t’accuse! Thankfully the 
child survived to maturity and 
walloped the Concordia 
Stingerettes 84-63. 

For the first five minutes of 
their QUAA life, the Martlets lay 
prostrate as thè older, wiser 
Stingerettes beat up on them 
for a 12-2 lead. No, It needn’t 
have happened. Lacroix 
withheld the answer from his 
waifs, leaving them defen- 
celess until he called his 
second and last timeout of the 
first half with 14:14 to play. 

Plainly, Lacroix had seen 
enough. One minute earlier, 
electric guard Annie Con- 
stantinides entered the game in 
place of Marie-Josée Houde. 
And now, in the second huddle, 
he whispered, "Annie, I am 
curious Yellow.” Waaaah, look 
outstingerettesi 

Sprinkle a bit of Con- 
stantinides Into the McGill mix 
and you've got a percolating 
offence. Two steals by the 
former Greek national teamer 
brought the Martlets to 6-12 and 
two Concordia turnovers on 
halfzcourt traps left the Mar- 
tlets within four at 14-18 arid 
closing quickly. 

At 8:47, after Houde stole the 
ball and landed a three point 
play, the Martlets led for good, 
21-18. The women simply went 



gaga with their trap. 

‘It was about time," said a 
relieved Lacroix. “I was scared 
there. It was 12-2 when we woke 
up and played ball. The 1-2-1 
'Yellow' trap brought us back 
Into the game." 

Learn this much about the 
young Martlets: like the fish in 
water, they swim when they 
run, and like the fish out of 
water...well, that was to be 
proved the next night against 
Bishop's. 

Annie spurred the team with 
ten steals and was the lead 
attacker on the half-court 
ambushes. Center Linda 
Schaapman clawed the 
rebounds, forward Coleen 
Dufresne found a soft spot for 
10 first half points and Houde 
lowered her shoulder and 
blasted away at the Stingerette 
defence. 

Although It did not appear as 
such at times, there was a 
method to the Martlets of- 
fensive mayhem. They con- 
trolled the game the rest of the 
way with a slight lapse In the 
final five minutes. The half-time 
score was 42-36 McGill, and 
celebrating the arrival of the 
second half, they exploded in a 
26-10 spree that buried the 
Stingerettes. 

Concordia forward Linda 
Macpherson was deadly ac- 
curate In the first half for 13 
points but tanked It in the 
second as her team listed 
heavily. 

The fish theory could not be 
disproved on Friday night but 
that didn't faze Lacroix. 

“If I can run like that for 40 
minutes. I'll take It. I’d rather do 
that any day of. the week." 

Martlet forward Johane 
‘‘Poupore-Bolleau was on for 11 
from the field but she grabbed 



three rebounds on defence and 
five on offence, and did a fine 
.job containing Macpherson. 

"Bucky" Bourque's 23 point 
performance had to be some 
consolation to her screaming 
and kicking Con head coach 
Mike Hickey, although the fact 
that she and Macpherson 
scored 40 of the Stingerette 
total 63 was nqt. 

On their tote sheet, the 
Martlets highlighted five 
players In double figures, 
Houde and Constantinides with 
18 points apiece, and 
Schaapman and Dufresne with 
16 and 14 respectively. 

"We are not a set team," 
Lacroix explained. "We like to 
get a lot of people involved In 
the action." 

In time, and given Lacroix' 
blessing, the Martlets came of 
age on Friday. A very mellow 
yellow.

Why is there such a bountiful 
market for shc^ like "Great 
teams.

Clearly the shooters went 
AWOL and the team was at a 
loss to do something about it. 

Guard Deb Huband, a 
Bishop's Olympian, rolled over 
the disspirited Martlets and her 
teammates followed In the 
blitz. They ran like fillys, and 
most Importantly, made the 
Martlets play the set offence, 
which was not very polite of 
coach Hussey. He was at the 
Concordia game the previous 
evening and saw the Martlets 
reliance on the running game. 

“If you look at their 
schedule,” he remarked, "there 
are a few weak teams in there 
so they’ve probably- been 
allowed to run." 

Generally, the Martlets were 
as exciting as watching paint 
dry. The game brought to mind 
the archaic question of whether 
'tis better to lose by 50 than to 
lose by two in the last second. 



"I wasn’t really upset 
because nobody played well," 
remarked Martlet forward 
Coleen Dufresne. "We know we 
can play so much better. 

"We shot 29% ! You can't win 
a ball game like that.” 

Unfortunately, the 
Galterettes didn’t shoot 28%.
